Recently this bit of advice was reenforced while searching my own files as I 
looked for a ROACH folder. I have been researching the Phineas and Joanna 
RuAcH family for Dori Kove, Shelby Tv/p MI. I had found census records, 
obits, county history info. While looking for this file, I came across another 
ROACH folder! I had forgotten this 1990 request for help from Marion Roach 
Erickson, Rodeo CA! Dori and Marion know each other. They still are seeking 
death records for Phineas and Joanna. 

Another proof that files need to be used constantly. The PHILLIPS family is 
a recent project. Delores A. Olson, Osakis MW mentioned a Phillips Family 
Letter. Our genealogy society finally got around to a long planned house 
cleaning session. And what did we find but a copy of the Phillips Family 
Hews! This particular issue shed no lighten the Northfield Phillips story, but 
it does give asn entry to further research.
